learn that Soviet Dictator Khrush- 
checv’s 
son-in-law. 
Alexander 
Startsev, walked unannounced in­ 
to the offices of the National Agri­ 
cultural Workers Onion in Wash 
ington, D. C , the other day and 
started 
asking 
questions 
about 
American farm workers. 
Startsev, whose official title is 
first secretary of the Soviet em ­ 
bassy. was accompanied by an­ 
other Russian diplomat identified 
a * Victor Komplektov. 
They ex­ 
plained casually that they repre­ 
sented “one of the embassies in 
Washington.'* 
When NA WO President H. L. 
Mitchell a ‘-kerf which one. Start­ 
sev hesitated, then replied: “The 
Soviet embassy.” 
They explained that they would 
like to know abou* the problems 
of agricultural workers. 
Mitchell 
g. ve them some background 
on 
his small union which was started 
by southern sharecroppers in 1934. 
“ What” asked Komplektov, “ is 
the 
composition 
of agricultural 
workers?” 
“What do you mean by compo­ 
sition?” asked Mitchell. 
“ He 
means race 
or nationali­ 
ties,” explained Startsev. 
Mitchell said most agricultural 
workers 
were 
Negroes 
in 
the 
south and Mexicans in the south 
west. 
The 
dictator’s 
son-in-law 
then 
wanted to know 
about the 
membership requirem ents. Mitch­ 
ell explained that any farm work 
cr 16 years old or over could join 
the union. 
Startsev asked about the num ­ 
ber of mem bers and was told only 
50,000 
of the nation’s 
2,000,000 
farm workers were organised. 
“ Why are the not in unions?” 
asked the Russian. 
Mitchell 
explained 
that 
the 
workers were scattered and were 
not covered by protective legisla­ 
tion. 
That was one reason, he 
said, 
that 
union 
headquarters 
were located in Washington rath ­ 
er than in a more rural part of 
the U. S. 
The two Russians asked a few 
more routine questions, accepted 
some union literature and started 
to leave. 
Mitchell 
Inquired, 
as 
they started out the door, whether 
they 
wxre 
agricultural 
special­ 
ists. 
“ No,” replied 
Startsev, 
who 
spoke fluent 
English. 
“ We are 
interested 
in 
all 
agricultural 
problems.” 
Mitchell 
reported the visit to 
the State D epartm ent which was 
at a loss to explain it. 
Note — Since Khrushchev 
took 
charge of the Kremlin, he has per­ 
sonally dealt with Russian agricul­ 
tural 
problems, 
has demanded 
more crop production, 
and 
ap­ 
proved the exchange of Russian 
and American farm ers in 1955. His

SIU Country Column

F arm e rs at this season are be 
ginning to watch with anticipation 
the progress of their pastures be 
cause tho Mason is nearly here 
when livestock can he turned out 
to graze, cutting down tho expense 
and work of winter* feeding 
Livestock 
finds just 
about 
as 
much pleasure in the anticipation 
of feeding on succulent new forage 
in spring pasture as d o c s the farm 
cr in being able to turn the animals 
into the fields 
This is the time 
of year when the green plants are 
fresh, 
palatable, 
and 
contain 
a 
high percentage of digestible food 
materials 
The dairy animal re ­ 
sponds by giving a more bountiful 
flow of milk, and the steer calves 
that have been “ roughed" through 
the winter become more sleek 


For the good of the pasture or 
meadow - and 
of 
the 
livestock 
far mers 
well 
may 
be cautioned 
against turning the livestock into 
the fields too soon in the spring 
First, turning in the animals when 
the fields are excessively wet may 
dam age the turf and make the field 
rough for later use 
Secondly, the 
grass and legume p l a n t s need a 
good starting growth before graz­ 
ing begins 
It is a good idea to 
let plants grow to nearly six inch 
i es in height in a good pasture be 
fore grazing sn that the livestock 
will get plenty of forage and the 
! plants will have sufficient vigor to 
come 
hack 
rapidly 
after 
being 
grazed down 
The idea of strip 
grazing is highly recommended in 
pasture m anage m ent circles 


When beef and dairy cattle are 
turned into legume pastures that 
are fresh and lush, the problem 
of bloating often arises. There are 
! indications that 
some cattle are 
more suspeetible to bloating than 
others, hut that is not the prob 
lorn of discussion here 
There also 
is no hard 
and fast 
rule about 
the right time for grazing to avoid 
bloat when pasturing legume p as­ 
tures 
Some believe bloating is 
more 
ikely if the plants are wet 
with dew in the morning or eve­ 
ning 
Others have found bloating 
prevalent in the heat of the day. 
There still are many unanswered 
questions 
about 
the 
problem 
of 
I bloat 
Pastures of straight legumes, es 
penally 
alfalfa 
and 
clover, 
fre 
qutntlv cause 
grazing cattle to 
bloat 
The condition arises from 
an accumulation of gases produc­ 
ed by the fermentation process that 
goes on in the rum en (or paunch) 
of the cow as it is feeding. 
E x ­ 
cessive extension 
of 
the. rumen 
may cause paralysis of its walls 
Pressu re on vital body organs and 
absorption 
of 
toxic 
gases 
may 
cause death, if not relieved. 
As a cow 
particularly a hungry 
cow 
greedily munches the fresh 
legume 
plants 
they 
are 
easily 
churned into a soft, pliable mass 
by the ru m e n which contains a 
considerable quantity of liquid for 
mixing and starting the breakdown 
process coarse forage which the 
cow may swallow 
Regular elimination of the fer 
mentation gas by belching is ne 
cessary to prevent bloating 
This 
belching often is retarded or stop­ 
ped entirely by the softness of the 
i mass of fresh legumes in the ru ­ 
men 
Consequently, the gas ac 
cumulates and builds up pressure 
E vidence points to stimulation of 
n e r v e s in the rumen walls as an 
i essential cause of belching. Blades 
of grass or stems of coarse rough 
age perform this important func­ 
tion of stimulation.

'The Last Judgment' 


INTRODUCTION — The average 
person today does not give thought 
to the coming great Judgment. 
Most 
people 
give 
little or no 
thought to it at all. 
Yet, every 
person who lives, or ever shall 
live, or ever has lived, will be 
judged by God. 
The scripture in today's lesson 
does not refer to the last Judg­ 
ment, but to the judgment of the 
nations and to people who have 
mistreated God’s people. 
Turn to 
Matthew 25:32, and there you will 
see this fact. 
Look at Matthew 
25:40 what God has in store for 
those who are kind toward His peo­ 
ple. 
Now look at Matthew 12:48 
50, and see that the Jews are God’s 
people. 
Any nation which mis­ 
treats the Jews is doomed. It will 
be a sad day for those nations 
when they are judged. 
In today’s scripture lesson we 
have a vivid picture of how God 
will deal' with individuals, as well 
as nations, who accept or reject 
His Son. 
I JUDGMENT’S DIVIDING LINE 
(V. 28-32) 
All the people in the world are 
divided into two groups—the saved 
and the lost. 
Another thing, the 
nations of the world will be judged 
according to their treatm ent of 
God’s people. 
Is it not strange 
that national leaders do not recog 
nize this fact? 
Evidently they do 
not read or believe God’s Word. 
It is good to know that we live in 
a nation that is at least treating 
His people like human beings. 
Thinking of individuals again, 
we know that every person is eith 
er saved or lost. This is a personal 
m atter between the individual and 
God. 
God has drawn an invisible 
line down through human history 
You choose for yourself to accept 
or reject His Son, Jesus Christ, 
as your own personal Savior. 
By 


this very decision you place your­ 
self on the right or wrong side of 
the line God has drawn. On which 
side are you? 
II YOUR FEELINGS TOWARD 
OTHERS (V. 33 44) 
How do you feel toward God? 
What is your attitude concerning 
Him? The answer to these ques 
j tions is evident in your attitude to- 
j ward God’s people. 
I have never 
j known a person to harm or slander 
I one of God’s servants, for instance, 
who did not later suffer and lose 
his 
own influence. 
God 
says: 
I "Touch not mine annointed, do my 
1 servants no harm .” He means just 
that! 
We see here, also, that it is pos­ 
sible for nations, and individuals, 
to unconsciously do God’s will to­ 
ward others. 
They can feed the 
hungry, give drink to the thirsty 
and clothe the unfortunate, and 


J thereby please God. 
In the Judg­ 
ment Day these people and nations 
will be heard asking God: “ When 
saw we thee hungry and fed thee, 
or thirsty, and gave thee drink! 
When saw we thee a stranger, and 
i took thee in? or naked, and clothed 
thee’ ” 
He will answer: "In asmuch as 
ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me.” 
CONCLUSION (V. 46) Your eter 
nal destiny depends upon your ac­ 
ceptance or rejection of Christ, 
the Son of God 
You can spend 
eternity under everlasting judg­ 
ment and punishment—or—in ever­ 
lasting life with Christ. 
Which 
shall it be? It is up to you to make 
the decision. 
God says: "If you 
will confess your sins (To Him), 
I yOU be faithful and just to for 
give your sins and to cleanse you 
: from aU unrighteousness.”
